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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed August 27, 2007 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

With respect to applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1-28 under 35 U.S.C. 103: Applicant argues that modifying the 
article of Fell in the manner suggested by the Office would not arrive at the claimed invention having an open area between about 20- 
30% that provides superior rewet and masking characteristics. As to the argument regarding the claim limitation of an open area between 
20-30%, applicant provides no reason as to why modifying the article of Fell would arrive at the claimed invention. In response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where 
the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 
800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The prior art of Goodman is introduced in the rejection of claim 1 specifically to remedy 
the deficiency of Fell regarding this open area percentage limitation. Thus applicant's arguments are insufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claim 1 . Applicant further argues that the Office is relying on the single statement that "Fell teaches forming the bodyside 
liner with an amount of titanium dioxide pigment..." to establish inherency. Again, the rejection of claim 1 is under 35 U.S.C. 103. 
Further, on page 3, after this statement is a statement by the Office that "titanium dioxide is also known in the art as a means for 
masking stains. . .". The titanium dioxide pigment renders the pixels white and there will be a small enough percentage of purely white 
pixels to arrive at a masking value of less than 115,000 according to the disclosed formula. Applicant has not only incorrectly assumed 
that the Office is relying solely on its own statements, applicant has also provided no sufficient argument to overcome the Office's 
argument of inherency. Applicant's simple disagreement with the argument constitutes a single incorrect statement and no other support 
for applicant's position and thus is insufficient to overcome the rejection of claim 1 . Finally, applicant argues that the prior art of 
Goodman does not remedy the deficiencies of Fell. This argument has already been addressed supra and is also not persuasive. 
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
